THE: COST OF THE LATE WAR. 
Now that the curtain may be said to 
have fallen’ on the. Turko-Russian war, 
not to rise again for a time, it’ may 
be -interesting.“to glance at the. com- 
mercial and financial conditions of the 
two countries before and-after-the great 
struggle which has beon brought definitely 
to a close, to get some idea of the hayoo a 
war of eleven months.has worked. -At the 
outbroak of th war in April, 1877, Russia 
had made very great strides in commerce, 
trade, and goneral prosperity, Hor credit. 
was better than that of most of the con- 
tinental States. Her loang, issued with 
rovoking persistency, had risen above par. 
er railivays, originally constructed entire. | 
ly with o view to strategic uses, were wide- 
ly extending their area and embracing the 
centres of industry-indistantyparts -of the 
Empire. Not only her Blagk Sea trade, 
which waa becoming exccedingly prosper- 
ous, but also her Baltic and Archangel 
trado, had improved in a remarkable man- 
ner; 80 much 60, that while in 1859 Russi- 
an oxports amounted to only 153,000,000 
roublos, in 1874 they had risen to the total 
of 421,500,900 roubles, while her imports, 
which ‘in 1859 were 188,000,000 roubles, in 
1874 becamo 451,000,000 roubles. These 
figures alone show pretty clearly the rapid 
advance in the arts of peace the Empire of 
tho Caar was making, end the Progress of 
Turkey, though not so marked, was also 
perceptible in tha increase of her commerce, 
tho extensién of her railways, and the 
economical improvement of her populations. 
There can bo no dispute as to the deplorable 
manner that, through contiries' of apathy, 
the rich, natural ‘resources and mineral 
wealth of both the European and Asiatic 
dominions of the Sultan have been neglect- 
ed. But the-resourtes of the country which 
have been already developed are consider- 
ably groater than’ most of us would credit, 
Statistics are not generally trustworthy in 
Turkey, and the means of forming any 
judgment on the real financial. condition of 
the country are excessively meagre. The re- 
venue also, owing to the slovenliness of its 
collection, and making all possible allow- 
ance for the rapacity of occasional Pashas, 
doses not properly represent the taxable 
wealth of the country; and the general woll- 
being of the population of European Turkey 
before the war broke out suggests that, hed 
more skilful expedients been resorted to, 
they might have contributed more ‘largely 
to the necossities of the State. But that 
the foreign trade of Turkey was very con- 
sidorable is evidenced by the fact that more 
tHan six million tons of shipping by the 
latest calculation entered ber ports annual- 
ly. This isa proof that the despised Ot- 
toman, whom: we have been-told to regard 
as a.soldier and nothing mors, was able ‘to 
do a thriving trade; and were we in posses:: 
sion of more complete statistics on the sub- 
ject, there is no doubt additional: evidence 
would be produced of the recent material 
progress of the Ottoman Empire. When

She concluded one ‘foreign 
loan in 1876 for 125,000,000 roubles, and 
then, not-being-able-any longer to obtain 
money sbroad save. at a rninous rate of 
interest, she issued three domestic loans for 
850,000,000 paper roubles in order to fur- 
nish the sinews of war.. We have the autho- 
rity of the St. Petersburg Exchange Gazette 
for the statement that the Imperial Bank 
advanced 285,000,000 roubles to the Govern- 
ment during the duration of the war. In 
addition td the National Debt -alone, then, 
the war is shown by the lowest computation 
to have cost at least 8,000,000,000 ‘roubles, 
while since the cessation of hostilities the 
expense vf maintaining the Russian armics 
in Roumania, Bulgaria .and Roumelia—to 
say nothing of Asia-Minor—amount to a 
very large sum indeed. Then the Russian 
armies have to be brought home, an under: 
taking obviously, of 8 most costly nature; 
so altogether were Russian responsibilities 
to cease directly, instead of: lasting nine 
months longer, the Czar'’s crusade in Bul- 
goria will have increased the Russian no- 
tional debt by nearly one-half. For many 
years the campaign of eleven months will 
leayo its distressing traces throughout tho 
land. .Trade has been ata standstill, in- 
dustries have been idle, and credit has been 
destroyed. Twenty years hardly. sufficed 
to relieve Russia of the improverishing con- 
sequences of the Crimean War. . The paper 
money debt incurred then had ‘not. beon 
cancelled when 9 fresh tilt at the Turk ne- 
cossitated fresh calls upon the note press.

“IMPEACHMENT” OF LORD 
BEACONSFIELD. 


The Standard, on July 26th, the morning 
the mail left, published the {allowing 
article :— ; 

As a specimen of the length to which 
folly and fanaticism can lead some of the 
opponents of her Majesty's Ministers, we 

ublish s portion of the ridiculous petition 
‘or the impeachment of the Prime Minister, 
whioh was prosented last night to the House 
of Commons. The ‘petition was decided 
upon at “conferences” held this week at 
lanchester and Keighley. It sets forth 
tho history of the Eastern Question during 
the last fifty years, and recounts in detail 
the “tressonable” acts of the Premicr, 
which are summarised in the following 
twelve “articles of impeachment,” which 
conclude the: petition :— : 

“That the Earl of Beaconsfield has, 
therefore, ‘committed the following high 
crimes and misdemoanours— : 

“1, He has wholly neglected to advise 
Her Majesty the Queen even to remonstrate 
with the Emperor of Russia upon his viola- 
tion in Servia of the Treaty of Paris, but 
has allowed remonstrance to bo addressed 
to the injured party, the Sultan. 

“2. He has weakened the Porte by 

advising the Sultan to grant-an armistice 
to Servia, instead of sending his troops to 
Belgrade. : 
_ "8, Not having advised Her Majesty 
the Queen to declare war against, Russia 
for her violation of the Treaty of Paris, he 
‘has neglected fo inform’ the Sultan. that

CHINESE FAMILY LIFE. °-~

I was born in the Provinoial Metropolis of 
Y— seventy years ago. Our family is 
comparatively modern, beginning as it does 
with my great-grandfather, who separated 
from. his stock more than & oantury ago. 
He was @ small hawker in the oil trade, and 
for_reasons unknown to hig descendants, left 
his native village, which is 100. English 
miles from Y——, to seek his fortunes elso= 
where. It is probable that his antecedents 
were such as to render unnecessary on his 

art attentions to the ancestral tombs. 
ly B sacoapger rid was a pawnbroker’s olerk 
in Y—. My father was a secretary in 
the office of the district magistrate, and died 
at the age of 71. These three, my ances- 
tora, are all buried in our family graveyard 
outsidd.the North-gate of Y——,.: None of 
them ever possessed any landed property; 
and I myself. have never owned any other 
immoveable property than the house at 
Y——, in which wo:now live, and for which 
I paid Tis. 300. At present the genealogi- 
register of our family lies in my bosom ; 
ut, &8 generations go on, doubtless some of 
my descendants will record ‘the particulars. 
above. given. My mother gave -birth to 
three sons and a daughter. She was a 
small-footed woman, and the. only wife of 
any description my father had.. My eldest 
age of eight. My 
younger brother is still alive, and has oR. 
Payment asa servant in the office of the 
istrict magistrate, or rather Aad until the 
late magistrate died. The new arrival did 
not continue his services. My nister was 
married at the age of 22 to a native of 
Y-——, who is rasa be as tho . personal 
servant of one of the ofticialsin Y—, She 
his never ‘borne her husband any children, 
in consequence of which the son of her hus- 
band’s younger brother has been adopted as 
their heir, At the age of 21 I married a 
woman of Yiin Nan extraction. I never 
heard of the.rale you mention of allowing 
five generations to elapse before the domicile 
is changed. The rule is here that the do- 
micile follows the cemetery. If any man 
chooses to separate from his stock, buy o 
te of land for his cemetery and direct 
is son to bury him there, he founds new 
family, and is the ancestor or progenitor of 
anew stock, A woman can never change 
her domicile. She must either belong to 
that of her husband or of her father. My 
wife only bore me one son, who died; and 
as she shewed no sign of bearing me any 
more children, I determined at the age of 
42'to take to myself a concubine. This was 
a lerge-footed ‘girl from the neighbourin 
magistracy of A——, about 50 miles off. 
bought her for $40; and, truly, her share of 
worldly felicity has been very groat, She 
bors me four daughters and two sons 
straight away one after the other, and all of 
these are alive. My wife, as is common] 
with women in this’ Province, was fairly 
educated, and could read any ordinary book. 
She died at the age of 61, I at that time 
being 54 years of age. My second wife, or 
concubine, never knew of any relations ex- 
cept her mother who sold her, and who used 
to come and see her before she died, 
course she is sonealeiely uneducated. As 
you well know, I had been until 20 years 
ago employed as clerk in various Govern- 
ment oflices, in and around Y-——, . About 
that. time, however, the Lieutenant-Go- 
vernoref the Province, in whose employ I 
then was, suddenly ceased giving me any 
Papers tocopy.
